The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art shows or teaches reading a multi layer disk having combined data 
(musical pieces and lyrics) being reproduced simultaneously. The location of the laser 
beam is shifted backward when reading a second layer to an end time point of the first 
layer and the control means shifts after reading the second layer to a point temporally 
posterior to the replay end time to read the first layer as disclosed with respect to fig 6A.
